English capitalists 
on the way to San Francisco from Lon- 
don with $2,500,000 in their possession, 
which it is their purpose to exchange 
with C. H. Phillips of San Bernardino 
county for the title to the 40,000 acres of 
land known as the Chino ranch. A 
cablegram was received today by Wen- 
dell Easton, a real estate agent, stating 
that the party had left England on the 
steamship Teutonic of the White Star 
Une, and was coming prepared to pay 
the Bank £500,000 to 
Negotidtions for the purchase of the 
Chino. ranch began in August last, when 
a syndicate of Bostonians was said to 
have offered to purchase, 20,000 acres of 
land at $90 an acre.- At this time the 
firm ‘of Easton & Eldridge had an op- 
tion on the property for $1,600,000, and 
‘was negotiating with an English syndi- 
cate for the sale at $2,500,000, 
A. W. Morgan, a London chartered 
accountant. was sent here as an expert 
of the syndicate to report upon the 
project. and his report was forwarded | 
some two or three months ago. Prov- 
ing satisfactory, the syndicate took an 
option upon ‘the property at the price 
stated. The option will expire on March 
26. and the members and representa- 
tives of the syndicate are hastening 
hither in order to complete the pur- 
chase before that time. It is the in- 
tention of the purchasers to colonize 
the tract with families from England, 
and to devote it to the cultivation of 
sugar beets. Ten thousand acres of 
ranch land have been planted to beets 
this year and the crop contracted to 
the Chino sugar factory, which plant 
belongs to the trust, and is not included 


W. H. Holabird, who is superintend- 
ent of the immense ranch, devoted con- 
siderable time with Expert Morgan to 
an investigation of the ranch and its 
adaptability to the purposes to which it 
is to be devoted, with the result that 
the report showed that the land will 
produce alfalfa, citrus and deciduous 
. fruits, in addition to beets, and there- 
fore is adapted to diversified agricul- 


C. H. Phillips, owner of the ranch, is 
also the owner of the townsite of Chino, 
but he does not part with his title to 
the town property, and reserves from 
the sale 1000 acres of the ranch lands 
If his predictions prove true, 
these alone will be of as great value 
within a few years as the lands sold. 
He thinks that Chino will soon have a 
population of 50,000 people, and says it 
is the best town in the State today.

The “Saginaw Kid” was 
equally sanguine of success when he 
reached the garden tonight. He showed 
by his clear skin and bright eyes that 
he had not neglected himself while at 
Oceanside, N. J. He looked to be in the 
pink of condition. | 

Quite a damper was put on the pro- 
ceedings when it became known that 
Inspector Brooks and Capt. Pickett, 
who had charge of 100 policemen in the 
big amphitheater, had warned the man- 
agement that no hard fighting would be 
allowed. The police officers also warned 
the fighters that the first hard blow 
struck would be a sign for the bout to 
be stopped and the arrest of the prin- 
cipals and all others concerned in the 
exhibition would follow.

FEARFUL CRIMES OF WEYLER IN 
THE TEN YEARS’ WAR. 


Manuscripts of Manuel de la Cruse, 
a Cuban Historian, Disclose 


Shocking Incidents of His Bru- 
. tality. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TC THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK; March 11.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says that the following statement 
relative to the alleged atrocities. of 
Gen. Weyler, commander of the Span- 
ish troops in Cuba, was made tonight 
by the secretary of the Cuban delega- 
tion. Manuel de la Cruse, the distin- 
guished Cuban writer who recently 
died in New Tork, left manuscripts 
for his history of the revolution of 
1868-’78. It cannot be argued that he 
invented for the sake of influencing 
any action in this country. The fol- 
lowing was written many months ago, 
not intended to be used in the press, 
but in his proposed work. De la 

“During the last war Gen. Weyler 
did not distinguish himself by military 
exploits. As a, soldier he was an ob- 
scure commander of a column. His op- 
erations were in the territories of 
Camagiley and Tumas. His reputation 
is based on his atrocities. His dance 
at Guaimaros is famous in. Puerto 
Principe. He captured a number of 
ladies of the best society of this prov- 
ince. They were taken to the village 
of Guaimaro. 
in the center of the public square he 
placed the defenseless women. Fe- 
rocious hordes of negroes who com- 
posed the fourth company of his com- 
mand were ordered to violently undress 
the prisoners, They played an African 
dance, and the unfortunate Cubans who 
refused to participate were whipped 
by Weyler himself. 

But even worse than the foregoing 
was the crime committed by Weyler 
on Senorita Romero. She was cap- 
tured with her mother, Weyler ordered 
the latter to propose to her daughter 
the sacrifice to him of her honor. The 
distracted. mother, under threats of 
death, entreated in vain. with the 
young woman. Weyler offered this al- 
ternative; The senorita must choose 
between him and the black soldiers of 
the already famous and sadly-cele- 
brated Fourth Company. Senorita Ro- 
mero did not waver. She indignantly 
exclaimed: Between you, monster, and 
the Fourth Company, I do not hesi- 
tate. Give me up to the Fourth Com- 
pany.’

Wheat, a family domestic, certifying 
that on various occasions they had seen 
Myers feed hay and grain to a horse 
owned by him, which feed they pre- 
sumed to be the property. of the city. 

Drivers Burch and Augustine of the 
Temple-street engine-house gave simi- 
lar testimony before the commission. 

After hearing this testimony, Com- 
missioter: Kuhrts moved that the 
charges be dismissed and that Billy“ 
Mays, the callman, be dismissed from 
the department, for failure to respond 
to fire alarms at different times in the 

past few months. This motion was 
carried, clearing Myers of the allega- 
tions made by the callman, and leay- 
ing Mays stranded high and dry. 
Engineer Rohrer having reported that 

on the 5th inst. John Strohm, driver 
ot the hose cart of the same company, 
reported for duty at 9:30 a.m., while 
in an intoxicated condition, the Chief 
yesterday presented the facts before 
the commission. Strohm was present, 
with Rohrer and Assistant Chief Smith, 
and the comgnissioners, after ascer- 
taining as to the truth of the charges, 
dismissed Strohm from the department 
by unanimous vote. 

Chief Moore presented the following 
letter to the commission:

Judge Smith Rules Out Lowry’s 


Chief Defense. 


Yesterday saw the close of the evi- 

ence in the trial of F. T. Lowry. A 
hard fight was made by the defense 
to shift the entire blame of the short- 
ages to the shoulders of ex-County 
Clerk T. H. Ward, but Judge Smith 
ruled out all such testimony, as ir- 
relevant to fhe issue then on trial, and 
thus knocked the chief prop from un- 
der the foundation of the defense. The 
ruling of the court was liberally ex- 
cepted to by Mr. Meserve, and the 
present indications are for a hard fight 
‘in the Supreme Court in the event of 
the present case going against Mr. 
Lowry. 

At the opening of the morning ses- 
sion, Mr. Lowry was recalled to the 
stand for further cross-examination. 
Being questioned: by Mr. Meserve, he 
testified that he often had the exclusive 
charge of affairs in the County Clerk’s 
office, while Mr. Ward was busy with 
other matters. Later on, the witness 
stated that Mr. Woodbury. the deputy 
clerk of the Supreme Court, had never 
been an intimate friend or confidant 
of his. The object of this testimony 
on the part of the defense was evidently 
to offset the damaging evidence given 
by Mr. Woodbury the day before con- 
cerning the admissions alleged to have 
been made to him by Mr. Lowry, con- 
cerning the shortage.

THOSE POSSESSORY INTERESTS. 


Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald’s Opinion on 
the Subject. 

Chief Deputy District Attorney Hol- 
ton yesterday received from the State 
Controller’s department a copy of the 
correspondence between T. J. Compton, 
the Auditor of Humboldt county; Hon. 
E. P. Colgan, State Controller, and 


| Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald, concerning the 


much-discussed possessory interests.“ 

The question at stake is the right and 
power for taxation of government and 
State lands, R where the record title is 
vested in the general government or 
the State; and, incidentally, the con- 
stitutionality of the following clause 
contained in section 3805 of the Political 
Code, as amended in 1895: 

When the possessory interest in land 
belonging to the United States has 
been assessed, and sold to the State for 
delinquent State and county taxes, the 
Board of Supervisors in the respective 
counties shall have power upon the ap- 


representative or any party interested 
therein, to direct the County Auditor to 
cancel the certificate of sale in which 
such possessory interest Was sold. Be- 
fore an order to cancel the certificate, 
as prescribed in this section, can be 
granted by the Board of Supervisors, 
the applicant must satisfy the board 
that all taxes against the land or the 
possessory interest therein of such 
owner or his predecessor in title, have. 
been paid.“ 

The opinion of the Attorney-General 
upon the subject is embodied in a letter 
— the State Controller, and is as fol- 
ows: 

In reply to your letter of recent date, 
asking my construction of section 3805 
of the Political Code, as amended in 
1895, in reference to the authority of the 
Board of Supervisors to direct the 
County Auditor to cancel certificate of 
sale to the State of the possessory in- 
terest in land belonging to the United 
‘States, Iam of the opinion that a 
Board of Supervisors has authority to 
order the cancellation of a certificate 
of sale of a possessory interest in 
United States land only wheh payment 
is made for back taxes, etc., by the 
locator, or person holding directly un- 
der his location, and not in a case 
where a locator has abandoned his 
claim and a subsequent and new loca- 
tion is made by another person. In 
the latter case the Board of Supervisors 
has no authority under said section to 
cancel a certificate of sale. Neither is 
the sale of the former possessory inter- 
est a lien upon the interest of the sub- 
sequent locator, for the moment that

The time covered by the examination 
of this office was the assessment years.

THE CITY BONDS. 

Some of the Pomona people who are 
posted in financial affairs, feel that the 
sale of the city bonds to Harris & Co. 
of Chicago, who pay a premium of 
$10.000. and will collect interest only 
from the date of the delivery of the 
bonds to them or their agent, was not 
a g00d piece of financiering. Only last 


New York State sold village bonds to 
the amount of $90,000, bearing but 5 
per cent. interest for twenty years, at 
a premium of $14,500. Recently the vil- 
lage of Adams, Mass., which is about 
the size and wealth of Pomona, sold 
bonds bearing 6 per cent to the amount 
of . for $11,200 premium. Now, 
the Pomona city bonds amount to $195,- 
‘000, bear @ per cent. interest and run 
for forty years. It seems no more than 
natural to conclude from the sales of 
other. municipal bonds that the pre- 
mium on Pomona’s securities ought to 
have been somewhere in the region of 
$30.000. instead of less than half that 
sum. The usual practice for cities and 
corporations having bonds for large 
amounts to sell is to send a well-poste 
able business man to Wall street, and 
to wait upon the capitalists and banks, 
and to talk up the securities for sale. 
however, sent out a few 
stingy little advertisement to newspa- 
pers that she had bonds for sale, and 
the consequence was the few capitalists 
who knew about the documents, had it 
all their own way about the bids and 
purchage. There was but one bid 
from any of the large number of capi- 
talists in New York, wno control mil- 
lions of dollars and who invest every 
week in such securities as Pomona of- 
fered.
